OBITUARY The Right Revd.Geoffrey Francis Allen, formerly Bishop in Egypt 
and. Bishop ef Derby, died on 8th November aged 80. He was a Scholar of 


University College, Oxford, and then.Chaplain and Fellow of Lincoln College. 
In 1935 he gave up his Oxford career to go out to China as Chaplain and 
Tutor at the Union Theological College in Canton,., This work was halted 

by the-civil- war-in China when he and Madeline his wife became -refugees. 

He came back to this country for a short time before returning to China as 
Secretary of the National Christian Council-of China 1942-1944. He then 
‘had three years in Encland as Archdeacon of Birmingham before being consecra- 
ted Bishop in Egypt where he stayed for. five years... ‘There he pushed forward 
‘the work of building bridges. betwesn different communities, the established 
“English resident “8.5 the servicemen stationed ‘thers’, the Coptic Christians 

and ‘the Muslim ma jority of. the population. He had the qualities essential 
for a conciliator,, clear thinking, forceful expression, patience and 
humility. - soe Beh leks : : é 
Coming home again in:1952 he was'Principal..of Ripon Hall, Oxford, 
a theological college then on the verge of folding.’ “He rescued ns collese 
not only by his capacity for prolonged work and administrative ‘ability, but 
also by his level of scholarship and even imoré: by his deep : ‘Spirituality. 
Prom 1959 te 1969 he was Bishop of Derby. 


On his retirement he and Madeline made their home here in 
.Philcote Street. He continued to be active both in this district and 
internationally. The address at his funeral was given by Canon Geoffrey 
Tomlinson, who spoke OLDE TOES voicé, his large mind and his large heart. 
Mrs. liva Rose Cox died suddenly on 10th November at her home in The Paddocks. 
She had not been well for some years, and more recently had been confined to 
her home , where she was looked after. with devotion by her family.

T wonder how many people take any notice of the Fire Hydrant 
indicator plates. They are yellow plates with black lettering. Hydrant 
plates are either fixed to walls or on special posts. The number in the 
top section of the H indicates the size of the water main, the bottom number 
indicates the distance in feet that the hydrant is in front of the plate. 


Many of the readers may ask themselves why IT am telling you all 
about the hydrant indicators; the reason is because it is all too common 
for us to be unable to use a fire hydrant because a car is parked on top 
of it or builders materials have been unloaded on it. 


Therefore I would ask all motorists, builders, etc. just to have 
a look round before parking or unloading materials and make sure they are 
not obstructing a hydrant. Tt is not uncommon for three or sometimes more 
consecutive hydrants in one street to be obstructed, this could mean that 
we would have to ;o as far 2s half mile for extra water. This in turn 
could mean a great delay for us to have sufficient water to cope with a 
particular fire, and any delay means loss of property or worse still, loss 
of life. 


Therefore I ask you all to look out for the Big Black H. 
Albert P. Humphries.

NATURE NOTES 


The two species of Scandinavian thrush have returned to this 
country for the winter. The fieldfare, a tawny bird with a pale grey 
back, is more abundant than the smaller redwing. The latter looks 
rather like a song thrush, but has a red patch on the side of its body 
and a white stripe through its eye. These birds come south from northern 
countries where the winter weather is too severe for them to find food. 
They will soon’clear up any windfall apples still lying on the ground 
and then go on to the hedgerows to seek the berries of the hawthorn which 
are very plentiful this year. 


Now is the time to put up nesting boxes, so that the birds get 
used to them before the breeding season starts. A box with 2a small hole 
of not more than 30mm diameter will attract blue tits and keep out sparrows 
who will take over if the hole is larger. An open sided box will be 
suitadle for a robin or flycatcher. Though I have never managed to get 2 
flycatcher to nest in one, because the robins always get there first! 
Robins will nest in almost anything with a roof - I once stuck a disused 
watering can sideways into the fork of a tree and within three days the 
robin had started nesting in it. If you do put up a nesting box, make 
sure it will not be in direct sunlight, for it gets very hot inside the 
box. Good drainage at the bottom of the box is also essential. 


Birds will need feeding soon, as the frosts get more severe. 
Bread (preferably brown), nuts, fat and fruit will be readily taken, and 
a fresh supply of water daily is essential. Make sure your bird table 
is out of reach of cats. Once we start feeding the birds in our gardens 
we must continue throughout the winter, for they become dependent on us, 
and will reward us by nesting near by in the Spring.

1 teasp.Cornflour | 

few drops of Vanilla Essence

near boiling point and pour over mixture, whisking well. Return to low heat 
and gently cook until it thickens. Then.strain and allow to cool.

8 sponge trifles, split and spread with good jam. /rrenge.in a bawl. 

Pour over 6 ozs Sherry end allow to soak in. irrenge a layer of fruit, 
like grapes, defrosted asperries or the like. Then pour the cool custard 
over it. Top with 6 ozs double cream, lightly whisked,. end gecarats with 
flaked almond.

LETTER FROM MR. BOWERMAN, CLIFTON 


I would like to reply to your recent article in which Mr. Fuller said he 
had the first tractor in this district in 1935. I worked for Mr. Welford 
in Clifton, and in 1922 we had our first tractor, which was a T-Ford type 
tractor built in Cork, Ireland. It had no mudguards, no brakes, and no 
governor, cost £120, and compared to todays huge models it would look like 
a Heath Robinson creation. 


Zt sometimes took hours to start, and usually a wag woulé suggest it 
needed a new flint, or perhaps the petrol was twisted in the pipe. It did 
twelve years work and ran on ordinary household paraffin. 


We also had the first power mower in 1929, which was just the knife bar 
5 feet wide which fitted between the front and rear wheels. Power was 
taken £rom the rear of the tractor. 


Looking back, it was much more interesting than these days.
